Interest in his leave-taking

taken because on Wednesday a man 
named James Corrigan, hen* with : 
medicine show, was 
arrested 
an< 
taken to Columbus on a charge of 
issuing worthless che.ks. 
He wa 
released soon after arriving in Co­ 
lumbus, however, when persons to 
whom the “bad” cheeks had been giv­ 
en said that he was not the man 
wanted. 
The only difference between the 
names of the two men is that one 
uses an “o” as the second letter of 
his name and 
the 
other an “a ”. 
I pon the return of Corrigan, speeu-* 
lation arose as to who the man want­ 
ed was, as the Columbus authorities 
had a straight “tip” that the man 
they wanted was in Ktishville. 
When the police learned that the 
man who had been making prepara­ 
tions to open a picture show here 
was named Carrigan, they began an 
investigation and found that he had 
left Rushville early Thursday hav­ 
ing imrrowed $5.00 from W. O. Allen 
o f the \\ indsor hoiel for the purpose. 
Mr. Allen has received a telegram 
from Carrigan at Dayton, Ohio, in­ 
dicating that he will return, and if 
he does, he will probably have to 
prove to the Columbus officials tliftt 
he is not the man wanted there to 
make good some “bad” cheeks anti 
some bills that he left unpaid. 
Chief of Police Blackburn told the 
Maucy company, from whom Carri­ 
gan obtained a va *um sweeper on 
credit, and which can not lie found, 
that he befieved Carrigan would re­ 
turn. 
Phillip Miller, local electrical 
supply man, who removed fixtures 
that he had put 
in 
the 
theatre, 
Thursday, had no word of any sort 
from Carrigan. 
The fixtures were 
ordered by Carrigan from Indiana­ 
polis through Mr. Miller and were 
being installed by him. 
( arrigan told Rushville men that 
he had chairs, two moving picture 
machines and a pipe organ at New 
Albany and that the owners of the 
building here promised him $2,900 
if he would install the equipment 
in the theatre ami would give him 
a lease on it.

The note for $800 which he was try­ 
ing to raise money on here was a 
partial payment ou the $2,900 he said 
the owners of the theatre agreed to 
pay him.

Approximately $4,000 in currency 
and a large number of bonds were 
taken, according to Henry W. Keller 
bank president. 
For several days, 
three

men had been observed in Cannelton 
and Troy. 
Yesterday, two- of 
them 
came 
across the Ohio river from Hawes- 
ville, Ky., to Cannelton, Ind., on the 
ferry and engaged Clarence McFar­ 
land, driving a Wiehell Taxi Com- 
pay’s cab. They said they had lost 
a suit ease near a bridge over 
a 
creek on the new Boston road, one 
mile from Troy, ¡Ind., in Perry coun­ 
ty. 
Once at the bridge, the men told 
MeFarland to go ahead—it was too 
late to find the suitcase* 
It is now* believed the two 
men 
gave a signal to a confederate at the 
bridge. 
Arriving at Troy, the men handed 
the taxi-driver a $20 bill in payment 
of the taxi charge; McFarland said 
he could not change it. The men told 
him to drive to the bank for change. 
At the bank, the two men pointed 
a .45 eafibre revolver at McFarland 
and rushed him into the 
Teller’s 
cage, locking him there. Quickly the 
pair, unmasked, ordered Henry Kel­ 
ler, bank president, and his 
son 
Herman, clerk, into the vault. They 
were locked behind a grill grating. 
The outer vault door was not closed. 
Then one of the robbers dropped loot 
into a bag, while the second kept the 
victims covered. Leaving silver mon­ 
ey behind, they departed, telling Mc­ 
Farland how to release the 
banker 
and his son. 
The robbers sped off in the taxi to

ment officials that signs of a com­ 
promise are evident among contend - 
Currency |^nor operators and miners. 


Despite those encouraging reports 
the 'government continued its pre­ 
parations for meeting a strike with 
anthracite substitutes. 
Chairman John *Hays Hammond of 
the United States Coal Commission 
was the most optimistic official in 
Washington regarding an agreement 
to prevent a stoppage of the flow 
of coal from the anthracite mines 
next week. 
He announced t'hat he 
would give the reason for his opti- 
mish to the press at a conference to­ 
day. 


The miners apparently intend to 
stick to their demands. 
In the event of a strike resulting 
in the government flooding New Eng­ 
land and the North Atlantic Sea­ 
board with soft coal it was pointed 
out that the operators would be the 
chief sufferers. 
Once the hard coal 
market had been lost to substitute 
fuel, officials said it might be 'hard 
to ragin and a heavy financial loss 
to regain and a heavy financial loss 
The miners on the other hand, are 
not bound to the hard eoal fields 
by any invested capital.

It is now believed the two men 


gave a signal to a confederate at the 
bridge. 


Arriving at Troy, the men handed 


the tasi-driver a" $20 bill in payment 
of the taxi charge; McFarland said 
he could not 'Change it. The men told 
him to drive to the bank for change. 


At the bank, the two men pointed 


a .45 calibre revolver at McFarland 
and rushed him into the 
Teller's 


cage, locking him there. Quickly the 
nair, unmasked, ordered Henry Kel- 
ler; bank president, and his 
son 


Herman, clerk, into the vault. They 
were locked behind a grill grating. 
The outer vault door was not closed. 
Then one of the robbers dropped loot 
into a bag, while the second kept the 
victims covered. Leaving silver mon- 
ey behind, they departed, telling Me- 
Farland how to release the .banker 
and his son.

Favored Friendship With The

London, Aug. 24. —Admiral Bar- 


on Kato, Japan's great naval hero 
and "peace premier" is dead in To- 
kyo, according to a Central News 
dispatch from the Japanese capital 
today. 


The pispatch said the report was 


unofficial, adding that the official 
announcement might not be made for 
some tibe because of the Japanese 
custom. 


Kato 'became premier last year and 


announced a "peace program," of 
economy and development of friend- 
ship with the United State. 


His coming to the premiership jusf1 


after returning home from heading 
the 
Japanese delegation to 
the 


Washington arms conference was 
hailed as inaugurating an auspic- 
ious era for Japanese-American rela- 
tions. 


The admiral first came into world 


notice i\during tihe (Russo-Japanese 
war when he was one of "f/h'e heroes 
of the great sea fight of Tsuchima, 
in which the Russian armada was 
wiped out V>y a Japanese fleet, com- 
manded by Admiral Togo. 


Kato was considered responsible 


for the brilliant Japanese strategy 
in this battle and was promoted to 
vice-admiral for his achievement. 


Kato was made a baron in 1920. 


He was born in Hiroshima in 1859 
of a family of moderate circum- 
stances and became an orphan a few 
ycars-S^I*. At 12 he entered the 
navy and later completed his educa- 
tion in the naval academy. 
After 


graduation from the academy his 
advancement was rapid 
and 
by 


1902 he was chief of staff 
of a 


squadron, the position he occupied 
when he led the Japanese forces into 
the great fight against the Russians.
